NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—Six weeks ago 
former City Comptroller Theodore W. 
Meyers wrote Secretary Gage, telling him 
that to save the New York money market 
from disaster it was necessary that the 
internal revenue receipts be deposited in 
national banks instead of tying them up in 
the subtreasury. 

About five weeks ago Mr. Meyers received 
a reply from Secretary Gage, in which the 
latter said his plan could not be accepted 
The Secretary wrote that if the Govern- 
ment deposits in New York banks were in- 
creased he would place himself open to the 
charge of favoritism. To-day all such 
money is to be deposited in one New York 
bank and that one ts the Standard Oil Co.'s 
National City Bank. 

Mr. Meyers cannot understand the contra. 
dictory attitude of Secretary Gage or the 


influences which brought about 6uch a rad- 
ical change in his ideas, 

Had the suggestion been acted upon 
promptly, Mr. Meyers says, the most se- 
rious features of last week’s panic over 
stringent money would have been averted. 

Secretary Gage wrote (in explanation of 
his refusal) that of the $80,000,000 of Gov- 
ernment moneys at that time on deposit In 
the national banks throughout the whole 
country, 30 per cent was deposited in New 
York City banks alone, and that if the 
amount were increased he would be open te 
the charge of favoritism.

TUGELA RIVER BA 
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Their Men Fought Like the Veteran Ar 


Europe and Mowed Down the Briti

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GEN. SCHALKENBERGER THE MAN” 
WHO DEFEATED GEN. BULLE 
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LONDON, Dec. 25.~—The Boers’ report of 
the battle of Tugela River comes to-day 
from Pretoria, From the official account it- 
appears that Gen. Schalkenberger was the 
officer. in supreme command. He claims 
that the Boers lost but thirty men killed 
or wounded. 

The account of the battle, as published 
in Pretoria, says: 

“Friday at dawn the long-expected move- 
ment was made. The Pretoria detachment 
of artillery gave the alarm. Gen. Buller’s 
Ladysmith relief column was in battle ar- 
Tay, advancing on the Boer position at the 
Tugela and Colenso. The center consisted 
of an immense force of infantry, flanked 
on esch side by two batteries, with strong 
bodies of cavalry supporting. 

‘The Boer artillery preserved absolute si- 
lence, not disclosing its position. Two bat- 
terres came within rifle distance of our 
foremost position, and the Boers then 
opened fire with deadly effect. Our artillery 
also commenced and apparently absolutely 
confused the enemy, who were aliowed to 
think the bridge was open for them to

WASHINGTON OFFICIALS PROFESS 
TO FEEL SATISFIED.  ~ 


Think Otis Has Done Well in Clearing 
the North Part of the Island 
of Armed Filipinos. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 23.~Washington 
officials are very much gratified at the 
existing situation in the Philippines. The 
insurgent army, which dominated the 
northern part of the island up to Nov, 5, 
when the American campaign began, has 
disappeared; American garrisons are es- 
tablished at more important points, prom- 
iaing peace in the surrounding terrttory and 
the general condition has so improved thaf 
Gen. Otis considers it feasible to open all 
the ports of northern Luzon to trade. 


Gen. Otis will now turn his attention to 
the rebeis south of Manila, and, it is said, 


in a few days. Just what the strength of 
the insurgent forces in Southern Luzon is 
the authorities are unable to say, but it‘ fs 
likely that many of the insurgents und 
Aguinaldo in the north have joined the 
re bels in the south. The authorities would 
be g.ad to know that their conclusion is 
correct, for in the south there wil: be a 
good opportunity to cut off the armed 
Filipinos, and if a large number could be 
captured at one time it would mean the 
death blow of the revolution. 

Aguinaido has not yet reached the south- 
ern territory but is believed to be in the 
northern mountains, trying to elude the 
American columns, which @re scouring the 
country. Aguinaldo is undoubtedly working 
his way south in order to gain comniand of 
a large ferce. 

A foreign officer, who is familiar with the 
Fiiipino methods of fighting, said to-day 
that the government should not be too cer- 
tain the rebellion in Northern Luzon had 
been quelled. Before the war with the 
United (States Spain had experienced no 
difficulty in sending columns from one end 
of the island to the other, but the natives 
organized guerilla bands and continued the 
war, and the greatest difficulty was met in 
suppressing them, peace ultimately secured 
by liberal promises. This policy of garrison- 
ing important points, would tend to mini- 
mize guerrilla work, but he believed that 
until Aguinaldo was captured or killed the 
wur would continue. 

Opening the important ports of Northern 
Luzon on Jan. 1, is expected to destroy the 
corner in hemp formed by certain exporters, 
as there is a large quantity of this pro- 
duct owned by Englishmen which has been 
stored in various ports, awaiting the re- 
moval of Gen. Otis’ edict restricting trade 
to Manila.

HAS NOT SUBMITED. 


DAMAGES RESULTING FROM 


| BURNING OF ILOILO. 


HAS GONE TO ENGLAND, FI LED WITH’ GEN. OTIS. 


For Some Time He Has Headed a 


Schism Made Up Chiefly 
of Poles. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 25.—News has just been 
recelved from Rome that J. Rene Vilatte, 
head of the sect of Old Catholics in this 
country, who a year ago announced his 
#ubmission to the Roman Catholic Church, 
-has had a disagreement with the authorities 
in Rome, and asa result has not become a 
Roman Catholic. The Old Catholics, whose 
head Vilatte was in America, are seceders 


‘from the Roman Catholic Church, who do 
‘mot accept the decrees of the Vatican Coun- 
sel of 1870, including the doctrine of the 
infallibility of the Pope. 

Vilatte is a Frenchman about 4 years 

. First he was a Roman Catholic, and 
such studied for the priesthood, but with- 
ew from the Catholic Church before he 
had finish his studies. After his with- 
drawal he became an Episcopalian in the 
se of Fon du Lac. Wis. Vilatte, it is 
said, wanted Bishop Grafton, the present 
, head of the Diocese of Fon du Lac, to con- 
-Becrate him as bishop, but this Bishop 
Grafton would not do. Sometime after this 
Vilatte was formally deposed by Bishop 
Grafton. 

His next move was to apply for conse- 
cration to the Archbishop of Goa, whose 
place of residence is Colombo, in the Island 
of Ceylon. The Archbishop of Goa, was 
formerly a Roman Catholic, but it is claamed 
that he was not in good standing when Vi- 
latte visited him and that he had no right 
to exercise any function of the e¢hurch. 
However, he made Vilatte an archbishop. 
The title of “Archbishop of America” was 
conferred upon him. 

When he returned he set himself up at 
Duval, a hamlet near Green Bay, Wis., as 
the head of the Old Catholics of Ameri- 
ca. He had quite a following there and 
several Polish Catholic priests who had 
left their church joined forces with him. 
At one time it looked as if Vilatte would 
be the leader of a formidable Roman Catho- 
lic schism made up principally of Poles. 

The announcement a year ago of Vilatte’s 
intention.to submit to the Roman Catholic 
Church created great interest in religious 
circles. He went to Rome, where he issued 
oeeeretion in which he professed sorrow 

his course and submitted to the Church 
of Rome. : 

It is understood that Vilatte since he 
made this statement was in Rome prepar- 
ing to be received into the Roman Catholie 
Church. But news comes that he has left 
Rome and gone to England.

Merchants Claim That the American 
Military Authorities Are 
Responsible. 


—Correspence of the Associated Press. 

ILOILO, P. IL, Nov. 13.—The taking of 
Iloilo is an old story at home, but it is a 
very live story here to-day, because upon 
its facts and details hinge claims for dam- 
ages to foreigners resulting from the burn- 


ing of the city which amount in all to more 
than $500,000 gold. The foreigners claim 
that our military authorities were respons!i- 
ble for the burning, and these authorities 
have up to the present time ignored the 
whole matter. 

Early in December, 1898, said a prominent 
business man of Iloilo, a circular letter 
was handed to Maj. Gen. Otis signed by the 
foreign merchants in Manila, who had 
branches of their firms in Iloilo, in which 
his attention was drawn to the danger that 
would inevitably result to foreign life and 
property if the Americans did not im- 


mediately send an armed force to Iloilo to 
take over possession of the city from the 
Spaniards before the latter left, as it was 
well known that the Spanish governor had 
orders from Spain to evacuate the city with 
the least possible delay. This letter was 
ignored by Gen. Otis and American troops 
did not arrive in Iloilo Bay until Dec, 28, 
four days after the ‘Spaniards had left. 
Efforts have been made within the last 
month by merchants directly interested in 
this matter of claims to ascertain what 
the authorities had done, were doing, or 
contemplated doing in the matter, but it 
was impossible to gain any satisfaction 
whatever upon either of these three points. 
All these Iloilo claims are filed with the 
proper person at Manila, and, further, they 
have been filed with the respective consuls 
of the foreigners interested. Through this 
latter channel the matter will some day 
come to a hearing, whereupon interesting 
historical data will be developed and the 
responsibility be finally fixed. 


TROUBLE IN NEGROS. 


Tagalog Leaders From Panay and Lu- 
zon Stir Up Revolt. 
Cérrespondence of the Associated Press. 
BACOLOR, Island of Negros, P. I., Nov. 
7.—Since last July there have been revolu- 
tionists on Negros, Tagalog leaders and 
soldiers from Panay and Luzon having 
come over to stir up revolt and discontent. 
They landed on the northern coast of the 
island and effected a junction with the 
bandits of that locality known as the Tuli- 
sanes. The Tulisanes are marauders pure 


and simple. They separate in the north as 
do the issio people in the South, and 
they have their own leaders. Their name 
is the vernacular for bandits. The revo- 
lutionists made an alilance with the Tuli- 
Sanes, and the work began. But they 
counted without the Sixth United States in- 
fantry, which met them in the mountains, 
Killing and scattering them until the revo- 
lutionary ieaders sent into Gen. Smith to 
ask permission humbly to return to Paney. 
Gen. Smith refused, declaring he would do 
ail in his power to prevent their leaving 
Negros, and that as he considered them 
nothing more than murderers and robbers, 
punish severely all whom he caught, Sev- 
eral of the rebel officers and many of the 
soldiers were killed in battle until final- 
ly the last of them managed to escape to 
Panay, and this was the end of the revo- 
lutionary movement in Negros, 

On Oct. 2 elections for a President of the 
island, corporation councilmen and for a 
Supreme Court were held, and the success- 
ful candidates were inaugurated yesterday. 
The suffrage was determined by ability to 
reag amd write Spanish or visaian or the 
possession of $00 (Mexican) worth of prop- 
erty or the payment of rent upon $1000 
worth of property. There were in all some 
forty candidates in the field, and over 5000 
votes were cast, 

Meliscio Severino was elected President 
of the island by a majority of 30. When 
the new government was inaugurated on 
Noy. 6 it took over all the functions of 
the provisional civil government, operative 
under that time, and began tts career with 
“a three days’ feast In Bacolod. The village 
is covered with homemade American flags 
and none having more than a dezen stars. 
Countfy people have come in bull carts 
from miles around to attend the festivi- 
ties. There has been a most successful 
dance at the government house, and there 
will be horse races and° wrestling on the 
plaza.

Then Fires His House and 
Dies in the Ruins. 


DEED FOLLOWS ILL FORTUNE. 


FOUR BODIES NOT FOUND TILL 
PARTLY DESTROYED. 


The Wife and Mother Had Previously 
Taken Laudanum and Died, Owing 
to the Disgrace of the 
Husband. 


CHILLICOTHE, Mo., Dec. 25.—Investi- 
gation has not yet been concluded, but it is 
the unanimous belief of authorities and 
neighbors that the deaths of Farmer Will- 
iam J. Thomas and his three children, whose 
bodies ‘were found in the burning ruins of 
their home yesterday, were due to murder 
of the little ones by the father and his sub- 
sequent suicide. William J. Thomas was 
50 years old. The children were: Johnnie, 
aged 18; David, aged 14, and Edna, aged 
12 

No one saw the fire until after the farm- 


house had fallen in. The bodies were found 
in the smoking embers, all blackened and 
charred. 

Saturday afternoon the agent of a Kansas 
City commission company called on Thomas 
and took all the live stock he had to satis- 
i a $700 mortgage. He left word that if 

homas would raise $600 by night he could 
thave the stock back. Thomas made several 
efforts to raise the $600, but was unsuccess- 
ful. Late in the evening he bought some 
No. 4 shot at Dawn. 

Thomas then went to a neighbor’s and 
borrowed a target rifle, after having unsuc- 
successfully tried to borrow a gun.and a re- 
volver. 

The oldest boy attended Christmas tree 
exercises at a oie age church last night, 
and did not return home until after 10 
o'clock. The little girl was also out at- 
tending a party at a neighbor’s house. 

The boys slept in a room by themselves, 
while the girl slept with her father. It 
was impossible to tell, from the condition 
of the remains, whether the children had 
been killed before their bodies were burned, 
as only the trunks were left. An ax was 
found in the ruins, with a blister on it, in- 
dicating that it might have been caused by 
blood. A pitchfork was found in the house 
and hay was strewn from the barn to the 
house, showing that he had carried in the 
hay in setting the house afire. 

Years ago homas was an apparently 
successful and prosperous farmer. Of re-. 
cent years, however, he had become heavily 
incumbered and had maintained a hard and 
ever-losing fight against verty. A year 
ago he was arrested, at the instigation of 
a neighbor, charged with stealing a ham. 
The ham was found on his premises, and he 

leaded guilty to theft. The next day, when 

t became generally known, his wife com- 
mitted suicide by taking laudanum. 

During the last year Thomas’ affairs 
had gone from bad to worse. Some months 
ago ‘his farm was sold out under mortgage, 
and his other creditors took mortgage on 
his stock and growing crops. He had. not 
a dollar and could not raise qa dollar that 
his creditors did not immediately claim. 

With this burden on his mind and poverty 
staring him in the face, it is believed, he 
decided to kill his children and himself. 


PRIESTS MAY NOW WED 


—_— 


INDULGENCE GRANTED IN LATIN 
AMERICAN COUNTRIES. 


BERLIN, Dec. 2%.—Newspapers from Rio 
Janeiro bring the news that celibacy has 
been abolished as a requirement for Roman 
Catholic priests in Latin America. The 
papel encyclical making the change was 
published in the South American press July 
10, but first appears in print in Europe in a 


clerical newspaper of Carlsruhe, reproduced 
from the Rie Janeiro press. The indulgence 
was granted upon petition of the uth 
American Bishop’s Gouncil which met in 
Rome last spring. 

The encyclical states that inasmuch as 
celibacy is a church ordinance and not a 
divine command, established when candi- 
dates for the priesthood were numerous, 
and inasmuch as the priestly calling is lack- 
ing in Latin America and many parishes 
are without pastors, and inasmuch as celi- 
bacy is the main reason why the youth ase 
disinclined to become priests in these coun- 
tries, it seems advisable for those without 
sufficient moral strength to choose a 
worthier condition by marrying.

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WRECK OFF HATTERAS IS TO BE 
INVESTIGATED. 


CAPTAIN AND EIGHT SAVED. 


British Steamer Ariosto Goes on the 
Rocks and Only Those Who Re- 
main Aboard Are Rescued. 


HATTERAS, N. C., Dec. 23.—The life-' 
saving station has been informed that 
National Superintendent Kimball has dis- 
patched Lieut. Johnson to this point with 
instructions to fully investigate*the wreck 
of the British freight steamer Ariosto on 
Ocracoke Beach, six miles north, yester- 
day, in which 21 members of the crew were 
drowned. 

The Arlosto was from,Galveston to Nor- 
folk for coal, thence to Hamburg, loaded 


with cotton, corn, wheat and meat. 

The steamship carried a crew of 30 men. 
Twenty-one of them abandoned the steam- 
er and took to the boats soon after she 
stranded. ‘The boats were wrecked in the 
heavy seas, and the entire 21 were 
drowned. Capt. Barnes and the remaining 
eight men were taken from the ship by 
Capt. James Howard and crew of the Oc- 
racoke Life Saving Station. Some water 
is making in the hold of the véssel, but; 
she is still in good condition and probably 
can be saved if prompt assistance is ren- 
dered. 

The Ariosto wreck is the worst on these 
shores since the German ship Elizabeth 
went ashore in 1876, when 565 people were 
drowned. 

The coast patrol from Ocracoke was re- 
turning to the station at about 4 o’clock) 
yesterday morning, when the discovered a7 
big ship ashore. , 

Against the flerce wind the lifesavers 
then dragged the heavy apparatus, consist- 
ing of the Lisle gun, breeches and lifecar, 
and it was almost daylight when they 
reacned the scene of the wreck. 

When daylight broke the sailors were 
seen huddled together on the wrecked ship, 
waving their arms in an appealing way to 
the HNfesavers. To launch a boat in sucha 
sea would have meant instant death, 80 
the lifesavers placed their gun in position 
and fired 

The Ariosto was some 600 feet out, and, 
the line fell short. Line after line was 
fired, but all failed to reach. ; 

Capt. Baines called his men together for 
a consultation. So far as he was con- 
cerned, the Captain said, he would walt 
for the lifesavers, but he left it to the 
crew to decide among themselves. 

Eight sailors said they would stick by the 
Captain. These were saved. Twenty-one 
declared they were doomed if they 
remained aboard, and they Ieft the ship. 
All of them lost their lives. 

The boat in which the 21 men put off 
Was one of the regular lifeboats. It was, 
strong in ordinary weather, but a cockle 
shell in such a sea. : 
-The boat seemed in a fair way of reach- 
ing shore, when a wave swept with mighty 
force on the little craft, ingulfing it. The 
21 men were thrown into the sea, and al- 
though the watchers on shore were wit- 
nesses of the disaster they were powerless 
to render aid. The sea swallowed the un- 
fortunate men only for an instant, for 
they appeared high on the crest of a wave, 
making a last desperate fight for their 
lives. Finally, one by one they sank out of 
sight. Capt. Baines, on the wrecked ves- 
sel, as he saw his men oe wept. 
like a child. About four hours after the: 
Ariosto first struck a life line was cast 
over the ship's side. The lifesavers slowly 
ran out the breeches buoy, and it reached 
the ship in safety. Through the blinding 
spray the men were then, one by one, 
hauled to shore, more dead than alive, and 
by nightfall all were safe. 


10 KILL A DETECTWE 
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CHICAGO OFFICER THROWN FROM 
A BRIDGE. 


CHICAGO, Dec. %.—John Gillles, an oper- 
ative connected with a private detective 
agency, is at the City Hospital, probably 
fatally hurt. According to the story he tells 
he was hurled from the Twelfth street. 
bridge by two men yesterday, and nearly 
ground to death under the wheels of an in- 
coming train on the Grand Trunk Railroad. 
His right leg was severed at the Knee, his 
jaw was fractured, his cheek lacerated and 
his body bruised. 

The police believe Gillies refuses to tell 
all he knows about his adventure. When 
he was picked up he narrated a rambling 
story, in which he spoke of having been 
thrown in front of the engine by two men 
who he knew, but whose names he could 
not recall. He also frequently used the 
word “Enmity.’’ Later, when he had come 
out from the influence of the ether, after 
the doctors had operated upon him, he said 
the men had been following him several 
days. With full consciousness restored, how- 
ever, he refused to discuss the case, and 
the police are at a loss to know the pur- 
port of his rambling statement. 

Gillies says no attempt was made to rob 
him of bis valuables.

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STILL URGES HIS PLAN 


MR. BRYAN URGING FEDERAL LI- 
CENSES FOR CORPORATIONS. 


“LINE OF LEAST RESISTANCE.” 
Progress Accomplished by This Course, 
He Says, and He Has Continued 
Confidence in His Remedy. 


AUSTIN, Tex.,Dec. %.—In a letter sent out 
from here yesterday Col. William J. Bryan, 
discussing the President’s message and the 
subject of trusts, says that “‘without say- 
ing anything in disparagement of other 
remedies he desires to submit an answer to 
some of the objections urged against the 
remedy for trusts which he outlined at the 
Chicago conference last September. Mr. 


Bryan defends at length his proposition re- 
garding federal licenses and says: 

“Progress is made along the line of least 
resistance. The license system secures the 
desired results with but little annoyance 
to legitimate business. The honest corpora- 
tion, with honest stock, engaged in honest 
industry, will find it easy to secure a li- 
cense, and ought to welcome any sysiem 
that will protect it from a dishonest cor- 
poration, with dishonest stock, engaged in 
an effort to establish a monopoly.”’ 

Mr. Bryan passes this criticism on an- 
other plan for control of the trusts: 

“Some have suggested an act of Con- 
gress for the incorporation of business as- 
eociations engaged in interstate commerce. 
This would only aggravate the evil. What 
we need is not greater opportunity for the 
incorporation of large concerns, but a more 
created under 
State laws.” 

In closing he says: “An attempt fs al- 
ready being made to array labor on the, 
side of monopoly by the promise of higher 
wages, but the wage-@arners are too in- 
telligent to be misled. They are well 
enough acquainted with human nature to 
know that they cannot afford to place 
themselves parvens ves in the hands of 
trust magnates, who will be tempted to use 
their absolute power for their own pecu- 
niary advantage.”’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—Pension Attor- 
neys are piling up pension cases against 
the government as a result of the war with 
Spain. Already 2,000 applications have been 
filed on behalf of the soldiers of the reecnt 
war. As an fllustration of the thorough- 
ness with which the regiments have been 
canvassed, it is said that from the Seventy 
First New York more than 300 applications 
have been obtained. In the Ninth Massa- 
chusette there are 650 applications. 

The business of getting new pensions has 
been systematized. The number of cases 
filed in the name of soldiers who have 
served in the Philippines have become so 
numerous as to attract official attention, 
Upon investigation it has been discovered 
that attorneys send their agents to the 
War Department every day to copy the 
list of casualties cabled by Gen. Otis. 

Correspondence is opened with the sol- 
dier or his relatives with a view to being 
able to prosecute a claim. The authorities 
are prone to issue an order that wiil bar 
pension attorneys from the department rec- 
orde. The zeal of the attorneys, however, 
will enable them to procure more cilents, 
nevertheless.

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CONTROL OF TRUSTS. 


In a thoughtful article on “What Shall We Do With the 
Trusts?” the editor of Engineering News says the time has 
come for the Government to control them “from the inside 
through direct representation upon the board of directors,” 
instead of from the outside through commissions or in- 
spectors. 

This view, which will be looked upon by many as radical, is 
interesting as showing the direction of public - opinion, 
caused by the rapid increase of monopoly in recent years. 

Whether or not the remedy proposed would be adequate 
would depend upon the method of its application. Unless a 
Government director in a trust board had dictatorial powers, 
or unless the Government ghould be represented by a ma- 
jority in the board, it is evident that tle trust directorate 
would overrule anything proposed by the Government con- 
trary to the corporation’s interests. 

The fact that some of the financiers of the biggest trusts 
are ready to accept this form of Government representation, 
as the Engineering News asserts, is of interest. These men 
know that ‘something will have to be done to satisfy the 
public demand that monopoly be checked or controlled. Per-, 
haps the suggestion of a Government répresentative arises 
from a desire to compromise on the method of regulation 
which would be lightést and most easily managed in the 
interest of monopoly.

GOV. STEPHENS MAKES A POLL. 


All the State Officers Declare Desire | 
for a Franchise Tax La.” but. 
Oppose the Governor’s Plan. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 25.—Gov. 
Stephens has decided to poll the members 
of the Fortieth General Assembly regard- 
ing the proposition to call a special session 
with a view of securing passage of laws 
for taxation of franchises, and in a circular 
letter sent out yesterday and to-day he 
Says: 


My Dear Sir: In my inaugural address, in 
my biennial message to the Fortleth Ge neral 
Assembly and in a special message to that body 
I urged strongly the enactment of a law pro- 
viding for the taxation of franchises of the 
State, the act of the General Assembly known 
as the ‘“‘Julian law” having been held defective 
by the courts. but the principle which the bill 
was intended to embody is unquestionably right. 
I had reason to believe that a large majority 
of the members of the late assembly agreed 
with me upon the Importance of this legisla- 
tion, but the session «ame to a close and noth- 
ing was accomplished. 

I will not reiterate my reasons for the ad- 
vocacy of this measure, but write to solicit an 
expression of your views, with any suggestions 
you may see fit to offer, upon the subject of an 
extra session of the Legislature for*the sole pur- 
nose of securing the enactment of a franchise 
aw. 

The demand for the law comes from, every 
section of the State, but before I make tp my 
mind as to what my duty is, I will want to heer 
from you. 

The subject is one of vital importance to the 
tax payers of the State. It has, I believe, been 
proven that it is impossible to get a law on the 
subject which will be of real value at a rvg- 
ular session. At a called session, with but the 
one subject to legislate upon, I am under the 
impression we would be able to procure an en- 
tment which will prove of great benefit to our 

eople. If we don't get it then, we may never, 

ere is no reason why the session should be 
,& protracted or a costly one, for the necessary 
business could be disposed of within twenty 
days. Still, if we are successful, the cost would- 
be trifling ‘compared to the benefits accruing 
therefrom. If called, In my judgment, it should 
be done at once. 


All of the State officers, with the ex- 
ception of Attorney-General have in inter- 
views declared themselves opposed to the 
plan foy an extra session. Each of the 
officers asserts his desire to see a law for 
taxation of franchises passes, byt doubts 
the wisdom of éalling the existing Legisla- 
ture in session.

Christmas Charity More Notable Than 
Usual in Philadelphia. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. %.—Christmas in 
this city witnessed as never before, the 
fruits of charity. The destitute received 


food and clothing, the sick Were given 
medical attention, and poor children were 
rendered happy by gifts of necessities, 
sweatmeats and knicknacks. 

A dinner for 900 people was provided by 
the Salvation Army and baskete of food 
were distributed among poor families. The 
American Voluteers furnished dinners in a 
similar way to about 800 poor children and 
the Protestant Episcopal City Mission fed 
about 1000 individuals.

WHERE THE STICK WAS TOO LONG 


The President »>f Harvard’s Innovation 
and the Story It Called Forth. 


From the Saturday Evcning Post. 

Almost as soon as Charlés W. Eliot was 
made president of Harvard college he an- 
nounced his opinion that 19, the 
age of entrance, Was to high. When a man 
had gone through the college he was 23, 
and when he had completed a four-years’ 
course in a professional school he was 27. 
Doctor Eliot contended that was too old for 
any man to begin to earn his living. He 
had himself entered college at 15, and he 
said the average age of entrance ought to 
be, at the greatest, 18. 

First he made an exhaustive examination 
of the primary, secondary and preparatory 
schools to see whether the courses of study 
could not be “‘shortened and enriched.’ He 
has succeeded in enriching them greatly, 
and the result of his labors, so far from 
shortening them, appears from a compari- 
son of the average age of entrance for the 
five years ending with his Inauguration and 
the five years up to 1895, when the averages 
were last computed. The fact. is, that the 
average has by a small fraction advanced. 
It now exceeds nineteen by a trifle more 
than it did in 1865-69. 

The president discovered this some years 
ago and began a campa.gn for shortening 
the course of Harvard college itself from 
four to three years. One of the younger 
professors, who has always made it a point 
to arise. in his place in the faculty meeting 
whenever the president has anything to 
propose, and annotince that the thing has 
never in the world been done before, and 
that he is opposed to it, got up one day 
when Dr. Eliot was agitating his plan for 
a three-year course, and told a story. 

“There was once a man,’’ said he, “who 
went into a carpented shop and asked to 
have his walking stick cut off about four 
inches from the top.’’ 

“*What do you want to have cut off 
for?’ asked the carpenter.
